HOUSE OF LORDS AND 
REPUDIATION. 


PETITION TO CONGRESS. 


, Washington, March 13. 

Messrs. . Kinnear. and Fal- 
coner, solicitors, of Stonehaven, 
Scotland, have petitioned Con- 
gress to take some action on the 


refusal of the Sthte of Mississippi | 


to redeem bonds issued in 1838. 

In view of yesterday's debate in 
the House of Lords on the 
£78,000,000 debts owing ‘to British 
bondholders: by certain States of 
the Union which has attracted 
much attention here, the petition 
made by Messrs. Kinnear and 
Falconer, of Stonehaven, to Con- 
gress has aroused much interest in 
American political circles.’ . 

“The Scottish solicitors point out 


| that’ judgment for the principal. 


and interest of its debt were given 
against the State of Mississippi, in 
favour of Hezrona Johnson in 
1852, and later confirmed on ap- 
peal: In case it should be object- 
ed that"these British claims are 
nearly a hundred years old, Mesars. 
Kinnear and, Falconer cite the 
British war debt to the United 
States. 


“The claims which these bonds’ 


represent are very little older than 
yours will be before you, draw. from 
Europe, your last quota ‘of the 
world War Joans,” sets forth the 
petition, adding that “from its 
inception up to the payment of 
the’ Jast quota, the State of 
Mississippi will share the benefits 
of that loan.” 

The document goes on to recall 
that all the mombers of Congress 
were petitioned an this subject in 
1927, and. that Mississippi has 
“since continued. her refusal to 
meet the judgment of her own 
higher Courts, 

In the House of Lords on ‘March 
12 Lord Redesdale raised the ques- 
tion of money owing to British 
bondholders by certain States of 
America.’ Hésaid ‘that the total 
sum owing by eight defaulting 
Southern Stntes was £78,000,000, 
about one-twelfth of the sum we 
owed to the United States ‘In War 
debt, Lord Ponsonby, replying for 
‘the Government, said that it had 
never been found’ possible’ to take 
up this.question with the United 
States Government, and no repre- 
sentations to Washington had been 
made in the matter.-

ment, or Sinking Fund,  pre- 
sents a pleasing and novel subject. 
This is one of the many beautiful 
aculptured figures over the main 
entrance to the Cathedral at 
Rheims, the ohe which has become 
famous as. “Le Sourire de Reima.” 

The stamp has been designed by 
M. A. Delzers and engraved by M. 
L.'P. Rigal. Uniike most of the 
French stamps, which are printed 
typographically and not too well, 
this new stamp. is finely. printed 
from engraved steel plates. 

The stamp is purple, and coats 5 
franca, of which £1.50 is the value

A RUSSIAN FUTURIST: 
FANT 


“THE BATH.". 
: Moscow, April 9. 

The collaboration of Russia’s lead- 
ing futurist poot, Mayakovsky, and 
the most iconoclastic of Soviet thea- 
trical producers, ._Vaevolod .Mefer- 
hold, has borne fruit'in a curious 
compound of fantasy and satirical 
comedy, entitled, “The Bath.” It 
has been produced Jn . Mejerhold‘s 
large, draughty, barn-like theatre, 
bare of decoration except for red 
atreamers proclaiming aggressive 
messages of proletarian art. 


The play was as novel and unusual, 


as the setting provided by the thea- 
tre. The plot, so far as a plot could 
be said to exist, developed ag follows, 


‘| An inventor, Chudakov, perfecta a 


time-machine, which will permit the 
individual to shorten or prolong 
experiences, to project himself at 
will into the future. He is thwart- 
ed af every turn by the bureaucratic 
Pobedonosikov. Finally, a “Phos- 
phorus Woman,” who is described aa 
“the Woman Delegate of 2030," ap- 
pears on the scene, and under her 
inspiration the time-machine is set 
in motion and people prepare to fly 
to Socialism. When the flight is 
attempted all the bureaucrats and 
other persons with-a, bourgeois taint 
are! ignominiously hurled to earth, 
while the inventor, the Young Com- 
munfat who ‘supports him, and the 
other virtuous types are carried tri- 
umphantly to “Soctalism,” wherever 
and.whatever that may be. 


Soviet “Bounders.” 


However, the: play is so Interlard- 
ed with extraneous incidents that 
this: summary gives little idea of 
its discursive character. Some for- 
eigh visitors’ to the Soviet Union 
are exhibited and ridiculed, not very 
cleverly, although the subject offers 
unquestlonable opportunities; paeu- 
do-revolutionary .ballets which pre- 
serve old artistic forms are parodied 
in a sort of circus scene; four stal- 
wart young men in bright yellow py- 
jamas, the Inventor, and three of 
his friends, bound from stage to 
platform and back again to symbo- 
Ise the creative resilient energy of 
the Soviet youth; and there are 
many other incidental details. 

The fantastic alde of the play is 
weakly concelyed and presented. 
The Phosphorus’ Woman, that Com- 
munist Valkyrie of a century hence, 
stalks about thundering incompre- 
hensible things, and generally comes 
out a’ very unreal and vague figure, 
Perhaps thé brightest touch in the 
“Flight to Socialism” is the {ntro- 
duction of the prudent: citizen, 
who carefully nurses a! live 
chicken, | which he jis taking 
along “as reserve.” The. pre- 
‘caution fa not unnatural, if one 
considers the food stringency which 
has accompanied the recent drive to- 
ward Socialism in Ruasia.

The Imperial crown, made for 
Catherine ithe Great, and worn for 
the last tlme by the ill-fated Tear.

2,888 carats topped by a 400-carat 
ruby and a cross of diamonds and 
platinum, and is valued at
